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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 3, 7, 8, 17, and 19 to include subject matter of the independent parent claims 
Since claims 3, 7, 8, 17, and 19 were held to contain allowable subject matter, claims 3, 7, 8, 17, and 19 are considered allowable. The 
problem arises in the the dependent claims. In each of claims 3, 7, 8, 17, and 19, applicant has amended the claims to incorporate 
different embodiments of their invention into the independent claims. However, the dependent claims include different embodiments of 
the invention which were never disclosed as usable with other embodiments in the applicants specification. For example, claim 3 
includes the limitation of a disc-shaped color chart (as shown in Figure 6). However, dependent claim 5 discloses that the color chart is 
comprised of a plurality of single color charts. Since this combination of embodiments was never disclsoed in the reference, this 
presents a new issue that would require further consideration and search. This situation arises in several of the dependent claims.
